(Continued from p. 213.) 


July 1, 1821. Sabbath. Sermon by Mr. 
Bingham, from 2 Chron. xxix, 10. Now 
it is in mine heart to make a covenant 
with the Lord God of Israel, that his fierce 
wrath may turn away from us, After the 
sermon, the letter from the church of Christ 
in Cornwall, Con. recommending George 
Sandwich to this church, was read, and 
the brethren expressed their pleasure, that 
he should be admitted into this church, on 
his consenting to, and subscribing, our cov- 
enant and articles of faith. He is con- 
sidered, also, agreeable to request, an as- 
sistant missionary in this consecrated band. 
The communion service was, we hope, 
profitable to us all. 


Monthly Concert for Prayer. 


2. In the review of the past month, we 
have occasion to rejoice that the Lord is 
God, and that he condescends to hear and 
answer prayer. Of this we have a striking 
testimony to-day. To the kind hint given 
but afew days since, that a house for pub- 
lic worship might be built by subscription, 
we replied immediately, that, although 
some might say, the time is not yet come, 
—the time that the Lord’s house should be 
built; in our view, the time is come, and, 
with the voice of hearty approbation, we 
repeat the language of the prophet Haggai, 
Go up to the mountains and bring wood, 
and build the house, and J will take pleas- 
- in it, and I will be glorified, saith the 

ord, 


Subscription for a Church. 


This morning, we received the following 
kote from Capt. Davis, addressed to Mr. 
Bingham;— 

“Monday, July 2. 
‘My dear Sir, 

“fam now happy to inform you, that 

we have collected nearly three hundred 





dollars for the building of a church for the 





Worship of Almighty God, and that it has 4

the decided approbation of the king and 
chiefs. Some of the principal chiefs are 
subscribers.—The king is now on his way 
to this place.

Governor Boka and Governor Cox are 


| subscribers. It will be built of the best ma- 


terials, which the country affords. Thus 
shall we have, in this strange Jand, a tem- 
ple for the worship of the living God, erect- 
ed with the express approbation and co- 
cperation of the government. The Lord 
be praised for his mercies to this mission; 
and for the prospects of usefulness, which 
are opening before us. We would thank 
God, and take courage. In due time we 
shall reap, if we faint not. 

3. Captains Davis, Ebbets and Grimes, 
and Mr. Marin visited us this afternoon, 
and took tea with us. Examined the 
ground for building the church. 

4. About 12 o’clock, three houses of 
Mr. Beckley, an Englishman, who settled 
here, many years since, were seen to be 
on fire. We went down immediately, but 
could be of but little assistance, as it was 
in vain to attempt tc stop the progress of 
the flames. The houses were burnt to the 
ground in less than fifteen minutes. Most 
of the property within was saved. The 
loss, however, was considerable. The 
houses took fire from the discharge of guns 
near them in honor of American Inde- 
pendence. A subscription was drawn up 
for the relief of the sufferer, and the mis- 
sion subscribed fifteen dollars. The Amer- 
ican gentlemen at the board of festivity, 
made a liberal subscription to rebuild his 
houses. 

10. Commenced digging a well near 
our new framed house. Employed four 
men to quarry coral, for the purpose of 
building a new cook-house. We hope to 
get ready to remove into our new house, 
before the rainy season commences. 


Commerce of the Islands. 


12. To-day the brig Thaddeus, Capt. 
Sumner, sailed for Mowee, where she is te 
35 
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take in a cargo of salt, and proceed to the [ 


peninsula of Kamtschatka. 
ed to bring back fish, spars, and rigging, in 
exchange for salt. The Russian Govertor 


of Kamtschatka has written to Reho-reho, | 


wishing him to send, by one of the vessels, 
a quantity of salt. We are pleased to see 
this commencement of commerce with a 
foreign country, 
beneficial to the nation. The king's ves- 
sels might more profitably be employed in 
some such way, than.in lying im the har- 
bor, and wasting away, without any bene- 
fit to the government. 
keeping them in repair, merely to go from 
island to island, is considerable. 
years since, Tamehamsha sent a vessel to 
Canton with a cargo of sandal-wood, but 
he vorage was unsuccessful. 

13. Reho-reho arrived here to-day, from 
Wimach.* He is desirous of visiting Atooi; 
but is opposed by most of the chiefs and 
traders.

17. Brother Loomis visited the king this 


morning, and found him in his usual pleas- 
ant mood 
tarv, (J. Reeves, a Frenchman,) a copy 
of the Bible in his own language, for which 
he appeared to be grateful. To-day we 
obtained of Kaahoomanoo, a few roots of 
the Hala tree, which we planted im our 
yard, for the purpose of having shade trees. 
The leaves of this tree are made into mats 
by the natives, and they are the best and 
most durable kind of thatching for houses, 
though the people here make but little use 
of them for that purpose. Received a pres- 
ent of fish from the king and Kaahooma-

24. The brig Inore sailed to-day fo; 
Atooi, with the king’s wives, whom he, jy 
his haste, left behind. It is hoped they 
will find him safely landed. 

25. The brig Becket arrived to-dey 
from Atooi. She was senthere by the king 
to carry down his wives. Reho-reho x. 
rived safely at Atooi, in his little oper 
boat, and ‘met with a friendly reception 
from Tamoree. No letters from our friend 
there; but we understand they have not re 
sailed for the Society Isles. Probably th: 
unexpected arrival of Reho-reho will caus: 
some delay. 

Commenced a singing school this evet- 
ing, at the request of several young mez 
belonging to the vessels in port. 

26. Commenced stoning our well, hav- 
ing found sufficient water, at the depth : 
about 10 feet. The last four feet is dug

27. Received letters from Atooi, by M 
Hunnewell, who left there a few days b+ 
fore the king arrived. One from brothe 
Bingham, dated 15th of July, mention

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not. He seemed pleased, and replied in 
English, “‘some is alike, some different.” 
{ recited to him the first verse of Genesis, 
in Hebrew, and he repeated it after me. 
He then asked me what it was in English, 
and as I repeated it, he repeated it after 
me. He asked again, what it would be in 
Owhyhee, and as I replied, he repeated as 
before, seeming to be pleased, not only with 
the knowledge of the important truth itself, 
but with my ability to translate it, and 
his own ability to repeat it, and with this 
speciuen of the manner in which a Bible 
was to be made for this nation, in their 
own tongue.” 

28. To-day we succeeded in getting out 
one of the pumps of an old Russian vessel, 
which lies dismantled in the harbor. The 
trouble of getting it out, and the labor of 
preparing it for the well, will be all that it 
will cost us. 

29. Sabbath. Our preaching is thought 
to be too plain and pointed to suit the lat- 
itudinarian ears and hearts of seamen. But 
we should not call that good preaching, 
which does not aim to convince men of sin, 
and lead them to repentance and obedi- 
ence. 

Letter from Atoor. 


30. Received a letter from brother Bing- 
ham, by the Tartar, which arrived to-day, 
dated the 25th inst. After mentioning the 
singular manner in which Reho-reho left 


Woahoo, and his arrival at Atooi, with | 


some other events, he writes, ‘*You will 


he surprised, if I tell you, that, last even- | 


ing, Tamoree, in a very formal manner, and 
in the presence of a number of chiefs, of 
Mr. Jones, the Consul, of Captain Mas- 
ters, and otbers, gave up to Reho-reho bis 
island, his vessels, arms, ammunition, men, 
&c. with full liberty to place over them 
whom he pleased;—stating, also, that he 
had formerly made a treaty with his father 
Tamahamaha, acknowledging him to be 
his superior. Nike, a chief of Owhyhee, 
made a short speech, confirming what had 
been said respecting the treaty. But you 
will be gratified, as well as surprised to 
hear, that Reho-reho, after a profound si- 
lence for some minutes, replied, ‘I did not 
come to take your island. I do not wish 


to place any person over it,—nor to take | 


any thing from you,—but I wish you to 
keep your island just as you have had it 
before.””? This was followed by a general 
shout; and the kings smiled together in 
this bloodless ratification of a former treaty 
of peace.” 

For some time past, much has been said, 
respecting the probability of a war between 
these two kings; but we are happy to learn, 
that amity subsists between them, and we 
hope it may continue. We further learn 
rom brother Bingham, and others, that

31. This morning, Mrs. Chamberlain 
was taken very sick, of the cholera mor- 
bus. She has been in great distress most 
of the day. This evening, she is consid- 
erably relieved, so that our fears respect- 
ing the termination of the sickness are 
mostly removed. 

Aug. 1. Mrs. Chamberlain is able to be 
about, this morning. We have fresh occa- 
sion to notice the hand of God in restoring 
her to health. 

2. The brig Inore returned from Atooi. 
By letters from the brethren, we hear, that 
they all enjoy their usual health. They 
write, that they have a good man engaged 
to navigate the vessel, but their voyage 
will necessarily be delayed for a time, on

Death of Captain Turner. 


4. Early this morning, the flags of the 
vessels in the harbor were observed to hang 
at half-mast; and we were very soon in- 
formed, that Captain Turner, of the ship 
Tartar, was dead. He retired, last even- 
ing, about 11 o’clock, in his usual health, 
having been observed to have been more 
than usually cheerful. Soon after, he was 
seized with a fit of the apoplexy, and died 
about two o’cloek this morning. This is a 
solemn and affecting warning to us all to be 

repared for death. 

5. Sabbath. Public worship at the house 
where Captain Turner died. A discourse 
by brother Thurston, from Luke xii, 40. 
Be ye also ready, for the Son of man com- 
eth at an hour when ye think not. The 
funeral was attended by a large concourse 
of seamen. While the procession was moy- 
ing to the place of interment, minute guns 
were fired, from the vessels in the harbor, 
It is hoped this call of Providence may not 
be disregarded. 

8. Hired seven men to dig stone for our 
cook house. It costs us much labor to ac- 
complish a little, in this couniry. 


Erection of a House for Public Worship. 


9. The men, engaged to build a house 
for the worship of God, commenced put- 
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ting up the frame to-day. It is to be 54 
feet by 21 or 22, The timber is not quite 
so good as we expected; but it will form 
a convenient place for public worship on 
the Sabbath; and, it is to be hoped, it will 
make a favorable impression on the minds 
of the people, and induce them to attend 
our meetings, and excite a more general 
inquiry respecting the religion of Jesus. 

10. Commenced building our cook house 
of stone and mud, 10 feet square, an oven 
of brick in one side, 

11. lsaac Lewis, a boy, who has been a 
member of the family more than a year, 
left us this morning, There are now only 
eight boys in the family. All the girls 
have left but one. It is considered dis- 
graceful for them to work; and they seem 
to be unwilling to bear the reproach, which 
is cast upon them in consequence of it, 
though we have but little for them to do. 

13. The English brig Triton, Captain 
Templeton, on her way from Valparaiso 
to Calcutta, arrived here to-day. 

14. Capt. Davis, Capt. Templeton, and 
a Mr. Phelps, visited the school. They 
were much pleased with the improvement 
of the scholars. 


Experience of Halo. 


15. To-day brother Loomis visited Ha- 
lo,* a chief, who has been sick several 
months. Themnrs Ho; oo has attended him 
almost daily, and labored to impress his 
mind with divine truth, and not without 
encouraging success. He gives some evi- 
dence of piety. In conversation with 


brother Loomis, he said he was vile,—that | 
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there was nothing good in him; but he de- |

heart,—that he was willing to commit his 
alito him.

How does the con- 
duct of this chief condemn thousands, who 
have the Bible, and are able to read it. 

19. Enjoyed the preaching of the word 
from Eph. v, 9. Captain Templeton and 
some other gentlemen visited the Sabbath 
school. ‘the Captain was much pleased 
with the exercises. He has presented the 
bell belonging to his brig, for the use of 
the church now building. It will be an 
important article to sccure regularity at 
our meetings on the Sabbath.

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Occupation of the new House. 


23. Ilaving finished the cooking estab. 
lishment, and two of the rooras in our ney 
house, Mr, Chamberlain and his family re. 
moved into it. He occupies one of the 
rooms, and Mr. Thurston is to occupy the 
other for the present. Throygh the favor 
of Captain Brown, we are furnished with 
as much paper, as we wish to put upon 
the walls of our room. A part of the cella; 
is used for an eating room. The house will be 
very pleasant when finished; but we shall 
be unable to do much more at present, for 
want of boards. We hope to be thankful 
for present comforts, and trust Providence 
for more, when it is best that we should 
have them. 

26. Blessed with the privileges of the 
sanctuary, A discourse from Heb. xii, 14, 
Mr. Loomis made a visit this afternoon to 
the sick chief. On his way, he, observed 
acrowd of natives, a little distance off, 
near a house. It appeared that a chief 
had got intoxicated, and began to quarrel 
with some of the common people. Just 
before Mr, L. reached the house, a great 
shout was given, and the natives fled in 
every direction. Immediately they return- 
ed; and he saw them bringing away a dead 
man whom the chief had killed. The chief, 
it appears, broke a large stick from the 
fence and struck the man on the back of 
the head. Ne one attempted to touch the 
murderer for some time. The governor, 
at length ordered him to be seized and put 
in irons. He was carried into the fort. 
Formerly the chiefs possessed more power 
over the common people, than they seem 
tohave at present. If aman was murder- 
ed, and the act was done by a chief’s or- 


less the murdered man belonged to another 
chief, in which case some restitution was 
made,

We understand that the chicf, who 
was confined yesterday, has been set at 
liberty. It is probable nothing more will 


be done respecting him. 


29. [After describing the contention of 4 
man and woman, respecting a child, whom 
both wished to retain, when about to separate 
from each other, the journal mend, 


Such contentions and separations are not 
unfrequent in this country. Mr. Young 
related to us the following incident, which 
shows something of the barbarity, which 
is sometimes practised here. ‘*A man and 
wife having determined to separate, each 
insisted on having a child, which had been 
born to them. The father kept it for a 
while, then the mother got possession of if; 
the father took it away again; and so things 
went on, till the father, to end thealispute, 
knocked the child on the head, and thus 
put an immediate end to its life.” 
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31, Mr. Phelps, passenger with Captain 
Jempleton, called to take a copy of our 
vocabulary of this language. For want of 
time, he copied only a part. 

Sept. 1. Tamahamaha made us a friendly 
visit this morning. Observing Mr. Loomis 
writing, he asked for a pencil and a sheet 
of paper. He then, with the pencil, drew 
achart of the bay of Witeete, the harbor of 
ilanaroorah, &c. requesting Mr. Loomis 
to write the names of the places, as he 
drew them. We showed him a globe, and 
endeavored to explain to him the form and 
motion of the earth, But we were unable 
io convince him, that the earth was round, 
and turned upon its axis. He placed some 
leaves upon the globe, and, turning it, they 
fell off. In like manner, he said, we should 
fall off, if the world turned round. 


Visits of Natives. 


4. Kaahoomanoo and Opee, with two 
other women of distinction, took break- 
fast with us. They appeared very friendly. 
Kaahoomanoo presented us a quantity of 
fish. 

7. Made a proposal to Captain Brown, 
to supply the sailors of the ship Paragon 


with Bibles. He expressed his approba- | 


tion. Gave a Bible to a sailor, who is at 
work on the church, 

8. Presented four Bibles to the crew of 
the ship Paragon.—The Tartar arrived 
from Atootl. 

12. Kaahoomanoo, in company with 
Captain Davis, called on us. She came 
for the purpose of seeing the house, which 


is erected for the worship of Jehovah. She || 


was much pleased with it. We have in- 
creasing evidence, that this old queen is 
our friend, 


14. Examination of the school. A num- |; 


ber of gentlemen attended, who expressed 
their kigh satisfaction with the specimens 
of improvement, which were exhibited. 
Captain Davis made us a present of a hog. 


Dedication of the House of Worship. 


15. This has been an interesting day 
fo us, and we are laid under renewed ob- 
ligations ef gratitude and devotedness to 
Christ. The house, which has been built 
tor the worship of God, was dedicated 
this morning. A dedicatory sermon was 
preached from Ezra vi, 16. Many things 


combined to render the occasion one of 


wore than conmon interest. It is the first 
house, which bas been consecrated to the 
worship of God in the Sandwich Islands. 
The great Head of the church and Lord 
of missions, we trust, was with us, to 
‘lrengthen our faith, enliven our hope, in- 
“rease our joy, atid to enable us renewedly 
19 consevrute ourcelyes, and all that we 
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have, to the service of Christ among the 
heathen. We would give God the praise 
for all that we have done, and all that we 
hope to do for him, in this missionary field. 
The house is all finished, except the seats, 
which will be made as soon as boards can 
be procured.—A number of gentlemen 
dined with us to-day. 


First Meeting in the Church. 


16. Meeting this day in the church, 
which was dedicated yesterday. It ap- 
peared more like a Sabbath in our native 
land, than any we have before witnessed. 
There is something particularly solemn at- 
tached to a house devoted to the special 
service of God. The infant son of Mr. 
Chamberlain was dedicated to God in 
baptism. 

The schooner Astor arrived to-day from 
Atooi, bringing a packet of letters from 
our brethren there. They enjoy their 
usual health. We expect brothers Bing- 
ham and Ruggles, with their wives, will 
return here before they sail for Otaheite. 
They will probably be here in the course 
| of a week.

|| 20. Held our meeting, this evening, in 
| the new house of worship; found it very 
‘convenient. Two large lamps, which cost 





'| 35 dollars, are furnished for the pulpit, and 
1 afford a good light. 

| 25. Two vessels arrived from Atooi, 
‘| We learn that, a short time since, Reho- 
‘| reho and Tamoree left Atooi, in the Cleo- 
\ patra’s Barge. They are now at Wimaah, 
on this island. Brothers Bingham and 
| Ruggles expected to have come with the 
! king; but his departure was hasty, and 
|| without previous notice. This is quite a 
| disappointmemt to us and to them. We 
|| are still Jeft in uncertainty with respect to 
| the voyage to Otaheite. 

1 Captains Porter and Meek made us a 
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present of a considerable quantity of um- 
ber. 

27. Yesterday and to-day, we have been 
engaged in removing our lumber from the 
village. It costs us much labor to bring it 
home, as we have nothing but one handcart 
to work with. Krimakoo borrowed our 
Jarge cart, some time ago, for the purpose 
of moving sandal wood, on a distant part 
of the island. He finds it very convenient 
in conveying the wood; and the natives, 
we are told, have made two or three carts, 
since they found the benefit of ours. 

29. The ship Maro, capt. Allen, has re- 
tarned again. Stays here a week or ten 
days, and then sails for America. Capt. 
Allen has been very successful in collect- 
ing oi]. It will be remembered that he has 
made many presents to the mission, and 
we esteem him as a valuable friend. 

30. The congregation to-day was more 
numerous than we have before witnessed 
at the islands, and good attention was 
given to a discourse from John vi, 44. 
Reho-reho arrived here, this afternoon. 
Most of the brethren went down to visit 
him this evening. He was ina very pleas- 
ant mood, and received them with ailec- 
tion. He said the missionaries at Atooi 
and at this place were all ‘“*mti;” said 
Mr. Bingham would be here in a few days, 
and would then immediately proceed on 
the voyage. 

Oct. 1. Presented 20 Bibles to the crew 
of the Maro, 

5. Tamoree arrived here to-day. The 
customary honors were given him from the 
fort. Some of the brethren made him a 
visit. He appeared friendly, and conversed 
with them in English. 

6. A very pleasant visit from Mr. Crock- 
er, first officer of the ship Packet. We 
conversed, sung a hymn, and prayed to- 
gether. He presented the mission with a 
chest of tea, and 15 dollars in money, for 
the education of heathen children. We 
are glad to see, and converse and pray 
with, those who love the souls of the poor 
heathen. 

8. ‘To-day one of the seamen, belonging 
to the ship Packet, called to inquire if we 
had Bibles to give to sailors, who had none. 
He said he was informed, that we cave Bi- 
bles to those, who would make a good use 
of them, observing, at the same time, that 
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Capt. A. presented us with a cask of oil, , 
barrel of flour, and some other articles 
Capt. H. presented us with a box of teg,

15. Mr. Chamberlain and Thomas Ho- 
poo called upon the royal family, for the 
purpose of inquiring respecting some land, 
cows, oxen, &c., which we had some rea- 
son to hope would be given us. They found 
the royal family, with Kaahoomanoo and 
Krimakoo, on the quarter deck of the Cle- 
opatra’s Barge. ‘They all seemed willing 
and even desirous that we should be fur- 
nished with land, cows, &c. and, after con- 
sulting together some time, the king and 
| Krunakoo left it with Kaahoomanoo to de- 
| cide, how many of the cattle, &c. should 
be given us. The king immediately set 
| sail for Owhyhee, and Krimakoo, after pre- 
| senting Mr. Chamberlain with a lot of land, 
| sailed for another part of this island. In 

the evening, Mr. Chamberlain and Hopoo 
went to Kaahoomanoo. She inquired how 
many cows, &c. we wanted.

We 
have reason to be thankful for this instance 
of kindness and liberality from the heathen. 


Arrival of Whale Ships. 


92. Two whale ships, the Russell, Capt. 
Arthur, and the Spermo, Capt. Bunker, ar- 
rived. This morning, Mr. Chamberlain, 
Mr. Thurston, and John Honooree, set off 
to visit another part of the island, for the | 
purpose of seeing the wild cattle, and con- || 
triving some method to catch some of || 
them. The brethren returned, in the even- 
ing, much fatigued, having seen nine of the || 
wild cattle. We are not without hopes, || 
that some of them may be taken.

She || 
stays here a short time, and then sails for 
America. Capt. Gardner called on us, 
and kindly offered to take any communica- 
tions, which we should please to send.

5. Monthly concert for prayer. ‘These 
seasons are precious to us. In this land of 
darkness, ignorance and sin, we find re- 
pose and consolation, in uniting with the 
thousands of Israel, in supplications for the 
heathen world, and for this miserable peo- 
ple. With confidence, we can leave our 
cause in the hands of God, believing that, 
“in due time,we shall reap, if we faint not.” 
In this land, we find opposers of truth and 
righteousness; but such are found in every

6. Received, to-day, a present of a bar- 
tel of flour, some beef and pork, a firkin 
ef butter, and some other articles, from 
Capt. Gardnec.

He replied, “Il hear so,” (point- 
ing up to bis ear.) He was asked, if he 
believed them to be true?

Two or 
three other stones, placed in and at the 
edge of the tank, served the same pur- 
pose; and an interjection uttered by one 
served as the beat of labor for the rest, 
Thus many were diligently employed, 
while others were selecting, distributing, 
and repacking. None were idle, and the 
piles of clothes showed, that they com- 
menced at an early hour. 


Preaching of a converted Native. 


31. Christian David visited us to day, 
and preached to about two hundred hear- 
ers. We had probably a very good speci- 
men of his usual method of preaching. It 
is quite interesting. After the manner of 


this people, he used many comparisons 


and illustrations drawn from life, which 
very forcibly struck the fancy of his hear- 
ers, whose ideas are almost all of them 
drawn from sensible objects. He likewise 
addressed himself very often to individu- 
als, and sometimes to all the assembly in 
interrogatories, requiring an answer, and 
it was highly animating to see the readi- 
ness, with which the questions were an- 
swered. Every individual was awake, as 
though expecting the next question would 
Mr. David spoke about 


audience pretty well to the last. He has 
a church in Jaffna, and a regular native 
congregation of about 100, besides many 
Portuguese hearers.

He turned in ata 
gate, and after winding through a narrow 
street, with a fine hedge on each side, came 
to a very low brick house, which “was cov- 
ered with tile. The owner was a Moode- 
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lian, (an officer under government,) and 
the richest and most respectable man in the 
place. Brother 8. was very cordially re- 
ceived by a number of the first men in the 
village, most of them the relatives of the 
Moodelian. He was bid—twalk in—stoop 
—stoop, or you will hurt your head.” He 
entered a door of about five feet high, and 
was pleased to sce the style of hospitality. 
as it appears among the higher classes. Mr. 
David sat at a rough, though decent table, 
en which was rice and different kinds of 
curry.” at breakfast. At one end of the 
table stood the Moodelian, clothed very 
neatly in the conamon native dress, which 
consisted of a clean white cloth round his 
waist, hanging loosely about him, and an- 
other with a colored border thrown care- 
lessly over his shoulder. He stood, lean- 
ing on the table, and, putting his hand into 
the different dishes of curry and rice, he 
helped Mr. D. who ate, not with a knife or 
spoon, but in the native style, with his 
hand. After breakfast, the Moodelian 
poured water into Mr. David's 


galow, where the people were assembled. 


Bible Society composed of Natives. 


8. To-day, Mr. Spaulding attended a 
meeting of the Bible Society at Jaflna. 
Nothing was more interesting than an ac- 
count of a native assistant association lately 
formed. It is composed entirely of natives, 
and conducted principally by themselves. 
Forty Rix dollarst a month is already sub- 
scribed, and upwards of 60 of the most 
respectable natives were present at the first 
meeting, and took an active part in the 
concerns of the society. ‘This is the first 
ofthe kind, which has been formed in the 
island, and the first, which has been com- 
posed so exclusively of natives, in India. 


Cultivation of Tobacco. 


After the meeting of the society Mr. 
Spaulding went into the fort and was in- 
Vited asa matter of curiosity to go into 
the tobacco store-houses. He saw hun- 
dreds of tons of tobaceo, which is the 
principal article cultivated in the district 
for exportation. This is of a very good 
quality, and every mdividual, from the 
child of four years old and upwards, is fa- 
miliar with the cheoroot, which is a pure 
Tamul word.

Many of 
the people give very good evidence, that 
they have been considerably instructed in 
those parts of the Bible, which have a par- 
ticular reference to the peculiar tenets of 
their church, and some are skilful in de- 
fending their notions, Their manners and 
knowledge plainly show them to be raised 
above the heathen in many respects; but 
it is a melancholy truth, that their moral 
principles are very little, if any better. 


Manner of Harvesting and Threshing 
Rice. 

Feb. 6. As brother Spaulding was re- 
turning from Batticotta to Oodooville to- 
day, he hada very good opportunity to 
observe the manner in which the people 
rather their harvest. The grain is gener- 
ally bent down, which seems to be even a 
convenience, as this people never work 
standing, but always sit on their feet. 
heir sickles are about nine inches long, 
and almost entirely smooth, like a knife, 
indeed it is well if they have any edge at 
wll. They cut all the grain at the ground, 
and one man will reap about one eighth 
of an acre in a day, After it is reaped 
they take it without binding, carry it to 
the threshing floor, which they make in any 
place by spreading down large mats. On 
these they lay the grain, and then thresh 
it by driving cattle tied close together, 
continually round and round upon it, re- 
moving the straw to the outside of the 
mats, until all is threshed. They then sep- 
arate the grain from the chaff by large win- 
nowing fans, The straw they carry to their 
gardens, notin carts, as in America, but 
on their heads. It is stacked and kept for 
the cattle in the dry season. You next see 
the gleaners, who are poor people, go into 
the fields; each with a little basket, and 
with a few tattered rags thrown round 
them, to gather, not the liberal handful, 
but the kernels of rice which have fallen on 
the ground. This they do much easier 
than they-could in America, because the 
ground is very hard on the top, and there 
is no stubble. This method of gleaning 
continues for two or three months, and one 
person will gather a quart or two of rice im 
the course of a day. 


Visiting of Roman Catholics. 


11. Brother Winslow spent the day at 
Panditeripo, principally in visiting from 
house to house among the Roman Catho- 
iics, of whom there is a pretty large popu- 
lation there. At first, in going out, he 
found two men hedging. On asking them 
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of what religion they were, they replied, 
**Romans,” i. e. Roman Catholics—**And 
your religion teaches you to labor on the 


Subbath?” ‘‘No, but this is a work of ne- | 


cessity.” In further conversation with 
them, he found that they knew something 
of the plan of salvation, but in heart and 
practice, like most of this religion, were 
mere heathens. 

Their information on the subject of re- 
ligion was not indeed very great, as the 
principal thing they knew about Christ 
was, that he went to hell to preach unto 
the spirits there, and brought them out.

While talking with these men, a noise of | 
some 20 or 30 men quarreling, arrested | 
brother Winslow’s attention. On going to | 
them and inquiring the cause of the quar- | 


rel, he learned, that the friends of a young

Ty, were beating one another. He parted 


them, and asked what religion they were | 


of. They replied, “the Roman.” “What 
will your priest say to you?” “He will 
beat us.”? This is the custom. The priest, 
on confession of such sins of quarrelling, 
breaking the Sabbath, &c. takes summary 
justice, by punishing the offenders himself. 
Brother Winslow next visited the largest 
Roman Catholic church in the village. It 
is a large open court, that is, a roof sup- 
ported by wooden pillars, (say 50 or 60 
feet long,) with a close apartment at one 
end, where the priests reside when in the 
parish, that is, one third of the year. In 
front of this apartment is something like a 
stage, (which you ascend by a flight of 
steps on each side,) shut up by a wide fold- 
ing door. This when opened discovers the 
images, which are inferior wooden repre- 
sentations of the Virgin Mary, our Savior, 
St. Antony, St. Sebastian, St. Nicolas, and 
others. On finding rather a good looking 
young man, brother Winslow made some 
inquiries about the religion. ‘**What Gods 
are worshipped here?’ He mentioned Jesus 
Christ, and then some of the saints. ** There 
are lmages of them here?” “Yes.” **Have 
these images lie??? **Yes!? “Who made 
them”? **The priest.” One, who stood by, 
said the carpenter mede them, which, 
however, the other strenuously denied; but

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EXTRACTS FROM THE JOURNAL KEPT 
AT BRAINERD. 
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January 2, 1822. A day of fasting and 
prayer by the mission family. We found 

















it good to seek after our God in this way, 
We all seemed to feel the infinite import. 
ance of enjoying the presence of God, anq 
our utter inability to do any thing for hj, 
Cause without the aids of his Spirit. 

3. Mr. Butrick left us to spend some 
time in visiting the people in difierent parts 
of the nation. He will go first to Creek 
path, for the purpose of obtaining brothe; 
John Arch to accompany him as interpre. 
ter. May the Lord go with him, and en. 
able him to impart the knowledge of salva. 
tion to many perishing souls. 

One of our Cherokee boys, reviewing 
Murray’s Grammar, recited the whole of 
Orthography, Etymology, and Syntax, at 
one lesson, without missing more than 
three or four words. 

4. The Rev. Mr. Marshall of the Meth. 
odist connexion, and Mr. Jack, called on 
us. This evening the family were collect- 
ed, and brother Marshall gave us a discourse 
on the goodness of God in sending his Son 
into the world to save sinners. We desire 
to bless God for sending this dear brother 
to visit us. We think we have been edi- 
fied by his preaching. 

23. Brother Parker set out with bis 
family to reside at Taloney. May the God 
of Jacob go with them, and make them 
useful in that part of his vineyard. 

31. A half bred Cherokee, one of the 
head men of Willstown, called onus. He 
says the people of that place bad a meet- 
ing, and sent by him to know, whether 
we would send them a teacher, according 
to their former request. 

Feb. 4. Brother S. J. Mills came, bring- 
ing his younger children to receive baptism. 
His wife, his neighbor Fields, and six oth- 
ers, came with him, as he says, to receive 
further instruction in the good things con- 
tained in the word of God. They pur 
pose to stay until after the Sabbath. Hav- 
ing no pious interpreter at hand, we sent 
for sister Lydia. Brother Mills and his com- 
pany gave very serious and solemm atten- 
tion to the word. The tirst part of the Se 
vior’s sermon on the mount, was read and 
interpreted, with expositions and remarks. 
The e-ercises closed with prayer, the 
substance of which was interpreted. Broth- 
er Mills says, one of the men and two 0! 
the women, are from a remote part of the 
nation, 100 miles from his house;—that 
they heard nothing of the Savior, until he 
told them;—that they have concluded to 
remove and live near him in order to re- 
ceive further instruction, and unite with 
him in the worship and service of God. 


Zeal of a Cherokee Convert. 
8. Mr. Reece, being sent for-to ,inter- 


pret, came, and expects to stay till after the 
Sabbath. Had our Cherokee friends t9- 
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gether. Mr. Hoyt spent the most of the af- 

(ernoon in reading and explaining to them 
select parts of the sermon on the mount. In 
the evening, they were again collected. 
The children of the school were present. 
We sung a number of Cherokee hymns, 
and, to our astonishment, all our visiting 
friends joined with us, and sung very Cor- 
rectly. A part of the Savior’s last words to 
bis disciples was read, after which brother 
Mills made along and animated address. 
Ilow thankful we ought to be, that our 
Cod is thus raising up instruments here, to 
communicate his word to this people, and 
such, too, as are able to declare the love 
of God from their own experience. 

9. This afternoon was spent in instruct- 
ing our visiting friends. Brother Reece 
went home to see his family, with a prom- 
ise of returning in the morning. 

10. Sabbath. Brother Reece did not return 
—we fear some of his friends are sick. After 
our usual exercises, the nature of baptism 
was explained, and the two youngest chil- 
dren of brother Mills were baptized. 
ter Lydia Hoyt interpreted. In the even- 
ing, had a meeting with our visitors, and 
conversed with exch one separately. They 
all said they maintained secret prayer, and 
ielt anxious to spend the remainder of their 
days in the service of God, except one 
woman, who was not of brother Mills’s 
company. She came here to see her son, 
who is inschool. Whenasked if she pray- 
ed, she laughed, and said she could not 
pray at her house;—her husband was a 
wicked, drinking man, and there was noth- 
ing good there. After telling her the dan- 
ger she was in, and showing her the im- 
portance of making her peace with God 
unmediately, she appeared more serious, 
and said she thought religion was a good 
thing, and felt anxious to know more about 
it. She promised to make it her business 
ty seek the Savior.

Death of Mr. John Brown, 


Heard the melancholy news of the death 
of our dear brother, John Brown, jun. of 
Creek-path. He died last week, of the 
consumption. ‘Two years ago he was in 
leathenish darkness. About that time, his 
brother and sister told him of the Bible, 
and some of the important truths it con- 
tained; and he soon felt an unconquera- 
ble desire to read it. He could then talk 
and understand familiar English. Soon af- 
ter, a school was opened in his neighbor- 
hood; he applied himself, with the most 
unwearied diligence, to study. In the 
course of six months, he learned to read 
lutelligibly,-—read the New Testament 
through once, and about half through again, 
~—wrote a number of legible letters to his 
‘uends;—became a hopeful convert to the 
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church of Christ, which he continued to 
adorn by an exemplary life, till his depar- 
ture from these dark and afflictive scenes,

11. Brother Mills and his company left 
| us to return home. We fondly hope their 
_ visit will not be altogether in vain.

23. Mr. Butrick and John Arch arrived, 
having been absent about two months, 
They have visited the most important pla- 
ces in this part of the nation. They were 
every where kindly received, and heard 
wit attention, especially by the chiefs. 
And though we rejoice in the goodness of 
God t. them, yet we also mourn for the 
many precious immortals they have seen 
inquiring after God, and have been obliged 
to leave in darkness, without any one to 
guide their wandering steps.

Celebration of the Lord’s Supper. 


March 3. Sabbath. Had the unspeaka- 
ble privilege of sitting down at the Table 
of our Lord. Twenty-six communicants 
were present. Five sisters of the mission 
fwsily were prevented from participating 
with us in this feast of love, by ill health. 
—When we think of the expense necessa- 
ry to keep this mission in operation, the 
difficulty of obtaining adequate funds, and, 
above all, our own unworthiness to be en- 
trusted with the alms of the Christian pub- 
lic, and the instruction of this people; we 
are ready to faint. But, when we sit 
down to commemorate the love of our dy- 
ing Savior, and see, uniting with us there, 
precious souls, plucked as brands from the 
burning; the expense, the difficulties, and 
our own unworthiness, vanish to nothing. 
We feel that the work is the Lord’s, the

Safe Arrival of Donations. 


14. Nineteen more packages arrived by 
way of Augusta, which (except one that 
was left in that wry complete the num- 
bers shipped by the ‘Treasurer on the 23d 
of December. The articles came safe. 
On opening the precious treasures, colleet- 
ed by the benevolent exertions of our dear

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prayers, our thoughts are naturally direct- 
ed to the Supreme Disposer of all hearts, 
and Giver of all gifts. And we would de- 
voutly implore the divine presence and di- 
rection, that these articles may be dis- 
posed of with as much Christian zeal and 
prudence, as was diplayed in their collec- 
tion. We do not mention the particular 
places from which the articles came, as 
the Treasurer has an account of them.* 

18. A Cherokee man, living about ten 
miles from us, being far gone in a consump- 
tion, sent for one of the missionaries to visit 
him. Mr. Chamberlain went and found 
him apparently near hisend. He was very 
anxious for the salvation of his soul. 

19. Mr. Butrick went to see the sick 
man, and found he died last night. He 
staid and attended the funeral. 


Request for a School. 


29. A request was sent us, froma set- 
tlement about thirty miles from this place, 
to supply the people with preaching a part 
of the time. Most of the people in that 
settlement understand some English. They 
say they have never had more than one 
sermon preached in the place. Since the 
people heard that discourse, they have fre- 
quently tried to get some one to preach 
tothem. We regret that there has hitherto 
been a necessity of keeping a minister of 
the Gospel in the school at this station, 
instead of giving him his whole time for 
the work of the ministry; especially as 
there is so great a field spread for preach- 
ing among this people. We hope this ne- 
cessity will soon cease; and most ardently 
pray that the Lord of the harvest will send 
forth laborers, till every Macedonian cry 
around us can be answered. 


{The journal for April and the former 
part of May contains little more than the or- 
dinary incidents of the mission. On the 12th 
of May, it is mentioned, that all the mem- 
bers of the mission family were able to be 
present at the communion, which had net 
been the case before for several months. } 


Monday, May 20. Mr. Kingsbury left 
us to return to the Choctaw nation. ‘The 
visit of this dear brother, after an absence 
of fouryears, has been very gratifying and 
refreshing, and, as we trust, profitable to 
our own souls, and to the souls of many of 
our precious charge. May the Lord re- 
ward him a hundred fold, for his labors of

21. Mr. Evarts and Mr. Goodell took 
leave of us this morning; the former to 
return to his family and arduous labors jn 
Boston; the latter to act as an agent of the 
Board in East Tennessee and other places, 
until God shall prepare the way for him 
to join the Palestine Mission, to which he 
is appointed. They took with them a 
| Cherokee Jad, who is expected to receive 
| the name of William Kirkpatrick, and to 
finish his education under the patronage of 
| a benevolent gentleman of that name in 
_ Lancaster, Penn. We have cause of much 
gratitude to God for this visit of the Cor- 
responding Secretary; for his improved 
health; for the Christian communion we 
have had together; for his seasonable in- 
structions, and exhortations; and for the 
pleasing prospect of having more schools 
soon established among this needy people, 

23. Mr. Chamberlain, being released 
from the charge of the school, is expected 
now to devote his time to ministerial du- 
ties, and to visit different parts of the na- 
tion; particularly those parts where they 
have most desired instruction, and’ wish for 
local schools. This day he went into the 
neighborhood of brother Reece, and re- 
turned at evening. Mr. Hoyt also rodea 
short distance, and visited one family for 
the first time since his severe illness last 
December. 





Pastoral Visits. 





24. Mr. Hoyt went out again to visit 
|among the people. Admitted two scholars 
| to the girls’ school, making three girls and 
two boys admitted since vacation. Some 
| have not yet returned who are expected 
‘soon. We have now with us only 57 boys 
and 22 girls. The children do not all re- 
‘turn as soon as we could wish; but con- 
| sidering the distance many have to come, 
and how much their parents need their 
assistance, at this season of the year, in 
| planting their corn, the schools are filling 
up, perhaps, as fast as we could expect. 

| 25. Col. Arthur B. Campbell, of Blouat 
| county, Tenn., called this evening to spend 
| the Sabbath with us. 

| 27. Monday. Col. Campbell tarried 
| with us and visited the girls’ school in the 
| forenoon, and the boys’ in the afternoon. 
|He appears to possess a true missionary 
spirit, offers his agency, at any time, and

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22. Mr. Hoyt went out again on pasto- 
ral visits. He had a very interesting in- 
terview with one family—the parents both 
members of the church. They expressed 


great joy and thankfulness that their pas- ||

tor was once more enabled to visit them. 
All business was immediately suspended, 
and the family collected. Two black 
people, belonging to another family, being 
pear, came in. Religious instruction, 
prayer, praise, and conversation were lis- 
tened to with such attention, that two 
hours quickly passed in these exercises; 
after which about an hour was spent in 
conversation with individuals. There are 
several young people, belonging to this 
family, under serious impressions; but none 
of them entertain a hope. 


In this family are sheltered and fed, a | 


poor desolate woman and her young son, 
of about ten years. A little before the 
birth of this son, all her near relations were 
slain for the supposed crime of witchcraft, 
and she was spared only on account of her 
situation: She appears a poor, feeble, harm- 
less creature, and our sister is laboring as- 
siduously to teach her the Christian reli- 
gion. 

30. Mr. Hoyt again visited families. 


He found a striking and affecting contrast |, 


between two families visited to-day. One, 
a Cherokee, (mixed blood,) children in- 
structed in letters and religion;—acquaint- 
ed with family prayer;—decent and orderly 
in all family duties;—christianized and civ- 
ilized:—the other, a white family, raised 
on the borders of the nation, and now 
living in it;—children totally ignorant of 


letters, and of religion;—not one of them | 


could tell who made them, who made the 
world, or who is the Savior;—upchristian- 
zed, and sinking into the savage state, if 
not already there. Such a difference does

The boxes from Ashby, Brimfield, Deer- 
field, Granby, Monson, and South Hadley, 
Ms., Acworth, Plainfield, and Wilton, N. 
H., Winslow, Me., Plymouth, Randolph, 
and Marlborough, Ver., and one without 
letter, or any thing from which we could 
determine its origin. The hogsheads ap- 
peared to contain the contents of various 
valuable boxes, which had been repacked 
at Boston. No one of the boxes appeared 
to have been opened or injured by the way. 

Visit of the Governor. 
23. Governor Miller called upon us, 
and made a short visit. He is on a tour 
to the Cherokees and Osages, to make one 
more attempt to effect peace between 
them. When about to leave us, he added, 
to his former expressions of good will, a 
donation for the benefit of the school.

The mission appears to have been remark- 
ably successful in obtaining the conveyance 
of supplies so expeditiously by the steam- boat; 
the first boat of the kind, if we are not mis- 
taken, which has ascended the Arkansaw so 
far. 

A letter of the missionaries, accompanying 
the journal, is dated May 6th. It states, that 
‘since any mention of buildings in the jour- 
nal, the missionaries have put up, aside from 
the blacksmith’s shop, another lumber house,

CHOCTAW MISSION. 


STATION OF MR. WILLIAMS. 


Ocr readers are aware, that last autumn 
Mr. L. S. Williams eommenced preparations 
for a school, at a place called the French 


Camps, on the road leading through the 


Choctaw Nation, froia Tennessee to Nateh- 
es. ‘The school was soon after put into op- 
eration; but was necessarily suspended to- 
ward the close of March on account of the 
ill health of Mr. and Mrs. Williams. At this 
time Mr. Hooper made them a visit from 
Mayhew, and took charge of the school for a 
season; thus enabling them to visit Mayhew, 
and try the effect of travelling. The result 
was very favorable to health, and they re- 
sumed their labors with cheerfulness and 
alacrity. 

After stating more at large the particulars, 
of which the above is a summary, Mr. Wil- 
liams, in a letter dated June 18, 1822, pre- 
ceeds as follows: 


I hasten to tell you what the Lord has 
done for his Zion, in this wilderness. He 
has favored this little spot with the influ- 
ence of his Holy Spirit, so that now it 
appears truly sacred and holy ground. Al- 
ready may it be said, this and that man 
were born here. He has made glad the 
hearts of his people, by the rich communi- © 
cations of his love and meycy to perishing 
sinners. 

The third Sabbath in May was a memo- 
rable day to this establishment, and to the 
Choctaw Mission. Previous to that, how- 
ever, there was one instance of hopeful con- 
version in the case of a black man. Some 
time in the month of March, he was struck 
with an awful sense of his situation, while 
at work, andin the very act of cursing and 
swearing bitterly at something which 
vexed him. Mr. Kingsbury, who preach- 
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ed here two Sabbaths in that month, had

considerable conversation with him, and |, this revival thus far, ten adults who give 


there appeared evidence that a work of 
grace had begun in his heart. His con- 
duct since bears testimony to the hope of 
his having experienced a saving change. 
But it was on the day abovementioned, 
that the presence of God was distinctly 
manifest. At an early hour, an unusual 
pumber of people, chiefly blacks, assem- 
bled. In the forenoon, beside other exercises, 
we read one of Russell’s seven Sermons, 
entitled Joshua’s Resolulion to serve the 
Lord; and, in the afternoon, an account of 
the revival in Pittsfield, Ms. with some 
other extracts, accompanied by a portion 
of Scripture and an exhortation. It was 
near the ciose of the meeting that the voice 
of weeping was heard. An awful stillness 


prevailed, interrupted only by the sighs | 


and groans of two or three distressed indi- 
viduals. Others were affecicd to tears, and 
some were seen to tremble like condemn- 
ed criminals, But I shall not attempt to 
describe the scene, er my own sensations. 
One young man, Mr. 'T’., originally from N. 
England, who lives with me, and had been, 
during five or six months while living at 
Mayhew, distressed for his soul, found 
relief from the burden of sin, and gave 
praise to God. Mr. L., the father of the 
beloved child who died in the faith at El- 
liot, had been much pressed witha sense of 
his guilt, since receiving a solemn admo- 
nition from his son, in a letter, written a 
few weeks before his death. Though 


strictly moral and upright, he had never | 


spoken of his serious impressions before 
his family and neighbors. He was at this time 
so affected that he could not refrain. He 
commenced family prayer the same night, 
and is now very active in every good work. 
An aged black woman, formerly a church 
member in Georgia, and probably the only 
praying person in this neighborhood for sev- 
eral years, had her spiritual strength greatly 
renewed. ‘‘Long time,” she said, *thave 
I prayed for this wicked people. I first 
used to pray that judgments or afflictions 
might bring them to repentance; but they 
soon forget such warnings. 
the Lord to send teachers here; and I 
pray four or five years before they come.” 

Another hired man, Mr. R:, went to 
bed that night in great mental distress. 
When he arose, he felt ready to sink, but 
obtained comfort when all earthly resources 
failed. This man had been seriously in- 
elined, aud at times very anxious, since last 
September; but had spent most of his 
time in travelling. At length, hearing of 
these mission establishments, he resolved, if 


possible, to get employ at some station |

be great. ‘Ten or twelve more are anxious. 
ly inquiring what they shall do to be saved, 
All of these are grown persons, except 
two or three girls, about 14 years of age, 
The seriousness is now pretty much con- 
fined to the negroes: The children of the 
school are mostly unaffected, as also the 
natives, if we except two or three women 
who are beginning to inquire into these 
things, and to attend meetings more regu- 
larly than heretofore. There are not want- 
ing opposers, and I should much fear what 
would be the effect of their machinations, 
if F were not assured that sinners under 
real convici*on, like the blind man by the 
way-side, do cry so much the more. Some 
have found the prediction fulfilled ‘ta man’s 
foes shall be they of his own household.” 
As yet, I am confident, the cause of Christ 
is gaining ground. We have two and 
sometimes three evening meetings in the 
week, and two public exercises on the Sab- 
bath, beside a meeting afterwards, attend- 
ed by those who are anxiously inquiring, 
In addition to these, the blacks assemble, 
nearly every evening, in different places, 
for prayer among themselves, 

There have been some cases of very pun- 
gent conviction, so that the subjects had 
little or no rest, day nor ‘night, for three 
weeks, before they found relief. The sea- 
son of distress, in other cases, has been 
only four or five days. Some have been 
affected since the first Sabbath, and whose 
anxiety now increases. Other cases have 
occurred of very recent date. Those af- 
fected generally complain of the hardness 
of their hearts;—are grieved that they are 
no mure grieved for their past wickedness; 
—acknowledge their desert of endless pun- 
ishment, and express their wonder that 
God has not cut them off. They much 
fear self-deception; and are very urgent and 
frequent in their inquiries on this great con- 
cern: ‘They seem to place no dependence 
on their prayers, and speak much of the 
importance of building their hopes on 
Christ Jesus the Rock of ages. I believe 
they are very careful to tell, when asked, 
the true state of their mind, as well as they 
can, fearing to deceive either themselves 
or others. 

I think I feel grateful, and so do these 
people, for the occasional labors of God’s 
ministers among us. Mr. Kingsbury 
preached two sermons here in March; Rev. 
G. Hallenbeck preached an evening‘lec- 
ture at the French Camps in Dec. Broth- 
er Wright and the Rev. Mr. White preach- 
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r ed at our house the Sabbath previous to 
the third Sabbath in May. Brother 
Wright has labored with us two Sabbaths 
’ since. But O, my dear Sir, how much 
we need the constant labors, and watch- 


ings, and nursings of a pastor—a skilful 
) guide—a shepherd. Conceive of my situ- 
: ation among this people. Great is the re- 

sponsibility at any time, but how much 
' greater now. Never did I feel so much 

the importance of the preached Gospel. 

These people look to me. I tremble in 

view of my situation. I tremble for them; 

lest, through their ignorance and the want 
) of proper instruction, they should err. It 
: is affecting to hear the new converts pray 

that the Lord would send them a minister, 

and speedily establish a church here. May 

the Lord hear their prayer and hasten it 

in his time.

Re- 
lief, in most cases, has been obtained in 
prayer, or shortly after pouring out strong

LETTER FROM THE REV. PLINY FISK. 


Tne following letter from Mr. Fisk was 


sent by a circuitous route, and did not come 
to hand ull within a few days. Though it 
contains n@ late intelligence, it will yet be in- 
teresting. Several topics of very great im- 
portance to the missionary cause are intro- 
duced, and will command attention. 

It should be observed, in regard to this let- 
ter and others occasionally published, that the 
embarrassment with respect to funds, which 
is alluded to, was experienced peculiarly in 
the early part of last year: but the effects of 
it were experienced by the different missions, 
at a later period. 

We have not room te discuss the subject 
of the best manner of raising funds for the 
support of missions. It is a subject deserving 
great cousideration; and will be felt as such 
by every frieud of missions, whe is able te 
take an enlarged view of it. 

With respect to the proposal that mission- 
aries should sepport themselves by their owa 
labor, it should be remembered, that in most 
cases, and those of a very urgent kind, it is 
altogether impracticable. In other cases, as 
Mr. Fisk juatly states, it is not. But is it 
desirable, thst, in any case, a valuable mis- 
sionary, shold spend half, or three quarters 
of his time in laburing for his bread, provided 
he can find missionary work evough to per- 
form? Would this be good economy? Can 
our community spare three good ministers, 
either at home or abroad, to do the proper 
work of one; two thirds of their time being 
cousumed ig mere secular pursuits? Would 
it be an hoyor to the Christian reputation of 
our country, that a few young men should 
be Jeft to do all that is to be done, by our 
great and flourishing community, in the work 
of sending the Gospel to the heathen? and 
that, (for the argument would go this extent,) 
they should get their own education by hard 
labor, prepare themselves for missionary ser- 
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vice and procure an outfit and passage in the 
same manner, and then choose a field, where, 


by teaching children to read, or carrying on |! 


some mechanical employment, or pursuing 


agriculture, they could, after years of delay, , 


embarrassment, and hardship, spend a small 
part oi the mere remuant of their years and 
strength in the appropriate work of mis- 
siovaries and evangelists? Some of them

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the wants of perishing millions. 2, The small 
sacrifices made by professed friends of mis- 
sions, if these sacrifices are compared with the 
nature Of the professions, by which they 
are accompanied. We have long been per- 
suaded, that the zeal, with which men of the 
world pursue objects of the most perishing 
nature, merely because these objects are 
dear to their hearts, puts to shame the in- 
activity of many Christians, in regard to ob- 
jects of everlasting importance, which are 
professedly, ‘and should be really, dear to 
their hearts, and closely interwoven with 
every pious desire. 

The speech of Mr. Langley declares that to 
be afact in Great Britain, which has been 


proved to be a fact in many parts of our own | 


country: viz. exertions for promoting and sus- 
taining missions to the heathen, have been 
productive of great and manifest good at 
home; so that, in several instances, the labors 
of agents for collecting funds in aid of missions 
abroad, have, so far as the human eye can 
discern, resulted in bringing down greater 
blessings upon the people visited, than could 
have been expected, had these labors been 
confined to the preaching of the Gospel as 
domestic missionaries.

Mvuca has been said of what has been done 
for the conversion of the Heathen; and, 
while | call you away for a time from those 
brilliant scenes, which have been brought 
beiore our eyes, as by the wand of the en- 
chanter, L shall not be suspected, | am sure, 
ofnot rejoicing in the great work that bas 
been done, or of looking with sublime indiffer- 
ence on the progress that has been made: aud 
sull less shall 1 be suspecied, of undervaluing 
the services of those good, and great, and 
brave men, who have engaged in this labor; 
and whe have gone forth, leaving every thing 
dear to them behind, and seeing nothing be- 
fore them but privation and toil. ‘The man 
who goes forth under these feelings and on 
these principles, must possess as much of real 
and true heroism, unknown as he may be to 
fane, as the man whoin the ficld draws down 
the applauses of mankind. 

But, though much has, indeed, been done, 
I cannot help thinking that our minds should 
wander, as mine has been tempted to wander, 
toa much wider field—to what still remains 
to be done! I cannot but look, from countries 
visited and blessed by Christian Missionaries, 
lo those extensive regions which have never 
been visited and blessed by such men. I look 
from that enlarged, but yet too narrow em- 
pire, which Christianity has already obtained, 
to that still larger empire, on which, as yet, 
v0 Christian traveller has set his foot. 
_ A feeling of deep regret continually forces 
tselfon my mind, when we are discoursing 
#0 these things, that eight hundred millions, 
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perhaps, of our fellow creatures—a number 
too iarge to be embraced by the finite compre- 
hension of man—that eight hundred millions 
of our fellow-creatures should be living, at 
this day, in ignorance, and darkness, and 
superstition, and crime! L cannot but ask, 
‘How is this?’—and that thirty millions, 
probably, of these people, bone of our bone. 
and flesh of our flesh, as susceptible of happi- 
ness or of misery as we are, ali of them can-

didates for immortality, and for whom Christ 
made a full and sufficient atonement as well 
| as for ourselves; and not a year elapses, bat 
thirty millions of them descend to the grave, 
never having heard a werd of that Revelation 
of merey, which, if they had known, might 
have been the greatest of their blessings. 

In tndia, millions of our fellow-creatures 
still bow the knee to stocks and stones; and 
have clothed their own imaginary gods with 
| passions and attributes, which would disgrace 

the worst of criminals. IL advert, too, to one 
_ fact, which is established on official authority: 
it does appear, that, under a government of 
our own in India, eight huudred females 
_ perished, last year, on the funeral pile! May I 
not pause, therefore, in the midst of our 
mutual congratulations, and ask “Why is 
this?” 

Of Africa, I cannot say that there has been 
no Christian visit to that devoted country. 
That quarter of the globe has, indeed, been 
visited and plundered by men called Christians. 
In them, there was no want of zeal and vigi- 
lance: Christian capital has there been invest- 
ed iu human flesh and human blood; and 
could we but now rouse up for our noble 
objects as much spirit and enterprise and 
vigor as directed those disastrous and wicked 
proceedings, a ray of light and hope would 
beam upon our efforts. ‘There have been, in- 
_ deed, Christian triumphs gained in this very 
quarter; but still greater triumphs would be 
| gained, were there not an obstacle more hos- 
| tile to the success of our efforts, than any 
that we meet among the heathen—I mean the 
indifference which prevails among ourselves 
toward their conversion. 

1 will put the case to myself: “You are a 
professor of Christianity—you avow your be- 
| lief of its truth, and admire its doctrines—you 
enumerate the blessings which He gives, who 
gives ali things; and you count among them 
that greatest of all, His ‘‘inestimable love in 
the redemption of the world”—you know 
that Christian charity is the inseparable fruit 
of true faith—and you know that this charity 
seeks, above all things, the salvation of the 
_ souls of men. What do you do? You subscribe 


| yourtwo or three guineas a-year! The con- 
| versiou of eight hundred millions of souls— 


there is the object to be accemplished!—and 
there is the sacrifice which you are prepared 
to make for it!” Were I to say, in the ordi- 
nary business of life, “Such an object is my 
grand concern: to that, I direct allmy powers: 
on that my very soul is centered: and I give 
for this great object my two-and-forty shil- 
lings a year”—such professions would be 
counted but an idle mockery, when compared 
with such feebleness and inadequacy of exer 
tion. 





Every quarter of the globe is erying to us 
for assistance—or if any ery not, it is because

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the people know not their own need: but 
they are crying to usin multitudes. The re- 
proach of negleet has rested too long on all 
Churches, on our Own as well as others. We 
have not felt as we should feel for the cou- 
version of the heathen: and if we would, one 
and all—not those who are without, but those 
whoare within the sound of my voiee—if we 
‘would all give to this cause—the cause of man 
and of God, for it is the cause of God as well 
as of man—our best affections and our influ- 
ence—the day is not far distant, when we 
should see a general revolution in the face of 
the moral world.

NEW ZEALAND. 


We hope many of our readers are well ao. 
quuinted with the Rev. Samuel Marsden’, 
character, the active, laborious, and enter. 
prising founder of Christian society in Ney. 
Holland, and chief promoter of missions to 
New Zealand. He visited the barbarous iy. 
habitants of this latter island, in 1815, and 
again in 1819, for the purpose of promoting 
the prosperity of the infant mission there, 
From the jourval of the last visit, as publish. 
ed in the appendix to the 2ist Report of ihe 
Chureh Missionary Society, we make the 
following extracts. 
At the Cavalies. 


Aug. 12.—Towards noon, the breeze fresh. 
ened, and became pretty fair, so that we 
came opposite the Cavalle islands before sun- 
set, when several canoes visited us; in oueof 
which was the Chief, Okeeda, whose son had 
lived with me twelve months at Para atta, 
and was gone again in the Active. He re- 
quested to remain on board till we arrived at 
the Bay of Islands, which was complied with. 

Ukeeda informed us that they were assen- 
bling their men, to go to war with the people 
of Whangurooa; and that Shonghee was to 
leave the Bay of Islands on Friday morning, 
with his War-Canoes and Warriors, to join 
the people on the main, opposite to the Ca- 
vulles. Okeeda told us the cause of the dif- 
ference between Shunghee and the people af 
Whangarooa was this:—a whale had beea 
driven on the shore which belongs to Shung- 
hee, and the people of W hangarooa had eaten 
it; which was considered a public theft, and 
Shunghee was going to punish them for it. 


At Ranghee-hoo. 


About twelve o’clock, at night, the “Gen- 
eral Gates” anchored safely off Ranghee-ho, 
in twelve fathoms; and the natives immedl- 
ately fired several muskets, to welcome out 
arrival, though midnight. Several natives, 
with the pilot, came off immediately; bat we 
could not admit them on board till morning; 
and therefore requested them to retuin on 
shore, and inform the settlers; which they 
complied with. 

Aug. 13, 1819.—At day-break, the vessel 
was surrounded with natives. Some of the 
settlers came on board, and informed us that 
all was well. Our meeting afforded mutual 
satisfaction, to all interested im the mission. 
When we viewed the shores of New Zealand, 
and the natives flocking around us, ov! 
hearts were warmed within us; and we co0- 
sidered that we had now arrived at the Lané 
of Promise. 
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1822. 
Arrivai of Shunghee on a War Expedition. 


About eleven o’clock, Shunghee arrived, 
with his War-Canoes and Fighting-Men, on 
his way to Whangarooa, He received us 
very cordially, as did all the Chiefs who were 
with him. LI told him that we had heard of 
his intention to go to war with the people of 
Whangarooa; and remonstrated with him on 
the folly of carrying on a continual warfare 
ene with another. Several of the subordi- 
nate Chiefs urged me to speak to Shunghee 
togive over fighting, as they wished to live 
at peace; and some of them requested me to 
tuke Shunghee with me to Paramatta, for 
ihat would tend to promote the general quiet. 

[used every argument with Shunghee, to 
dissuade him from fighting. He laughed at 
me, and sail it was very hard to comply with 
my wishes; but that he would not fight while 
{ remained at New Zealand, and would ac- 
company me to Port Jackson, if I approved 
of bis going: and that he would, at present, 
suspend his intentions against the people of 
Whangarooa: but he must, go in a few days, 
near that place, to remove the bones of his 
wife’s father; but he would not fight, and If 
might go with him if I choose. Itold him I 
would, if I could spare time. 

Shunghee is a man of the mildest manners 
and disposition, and appears to possess a very 
superior mind. 

Canoes continued to arrive, the greater 
part of the day, at Rangheehoo, till the beach 
was crowded with natives. 


Arrival of Korrokorro, Brother of Too i. 


Ia the evening, Korrokorro, Tooi’s broth- 
er, arrived. He is Shunghee’s opponent; 
and commands a large extent of the coast, on 
the south side of the Bay of Islands. 


Competition of the Chiefs Shunghee and Kor- 
rokorro for the New Settlers. 


The two Chiefs were soon acquainted with 
our intentions of forming a new settlement; 
and were both equally anxious to have us 
within their respective jurisdiction. Shunghee 
said he would give us our choice of all his 
lands, and any quantity that we might wish: 
Korrokorro was ready to do the same. How- 


ever, it was agreed that we should proceed, | 


the next morning, to Kiddeekiddee, a district 
about twelve miles from Ranghee-hoo, where 


Shunghee carries on his principal cultivation of | 


sweet and common potatoes. 


Visit to Kiddeekiddee, Shunghee’s chief set- | 


tlement. 


Aug. 17, 1819.-—Accordingly, after setting | 
the natives to cut the timber for our punt, | 
and giving the necessary directions to the car- | 


penters, myself, the Rev. John Butler, and 
Messrs. F.and W. Hall, set off with Shunghee, 
in his war-canoe, for Kiddeekiddee; where we 


arrived in the afternoon, and proceeded im- | 


mediately to examine the country. 
Kiddeekiddee chosen as the Site of the New 
Settlement. 


Thad surveyed this part of the land, and 
‘vout 14 miles to the west ef it, when | was 
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in New Zealand in 1815; and considered this 
district as the most promising, for a new set- 
tlement, of any that 1 had met with in the 
island; the soil being rich—the land ganas 
level, free from wan Ang and easy to wor 
with the ploagh—bounded by a fine fresh- 
water river—the commanieation by water 
free, and open to any part of the bay of isl- 
ands—and safe anchorage for ships of any 
burden, within about two leagues of the settle- 
ment. Shunzhee told us that we were at full 
liberty to take what land we wanted, on either 
side the river; as it was all his own, to a 
very great distance. We determined, there- 
fore on forming the principal settlement at 
this place; as we could not doubt but the rich 
soil would be grateful for any cultivation we 
should bestow upon it, and return a plentiful 
produce. We, accordingly, told Shunghee, 
that we should, with his approbation, settle 
there. He was much gratified, as well as his 
people, with our determination. 

After walking over the land till toward dusk, 
we returned to Shunshee’s village; where we 
were to sleep for the night. The ground was 
wet, in consequence of the heavy rain; and, 
from having had some rain on our p 
from Ranghee-hoo, together with walking 
through the wet fern, our clothes were wet 
too; we, therefore, took them off on entering 
the hut where we were to remain for the 
night, and had them dried. 

After taking necessary refreshment, and 
spending the evening in pleasant conversation 
with Shunghee and his people, who were in 
the hut with us and about the entrance, we 
read a chapter, sung a hymn, and, returning 
our grateful thanks to Almighty God for his 
kind protection of us, and for the safety and 
comfort that we enjoyed in the very midst of 
cannibals, we lay ) ae in peace to rest till 
morving. 

Aug. 18.—We rose about three this morn- 
ing, sung a hymn, and offered up our morning 
sacrifice of prayer and praise; and, after 
breakfasting at four o’elock, crossed the river, 
in order to examine the land on the opposite 
banks, ‘ 

Here we were much gratified with a fine 
clear country for cultivation, and of great ex- 
tent; though the soil, in some parts, did not 
appear so rich as the land passed over the 
preceding evening. On the whole of the 
survey which we had taken, we were perfectly 
satisfied that a more suitable situation could 
not be found in any of the districts adjacent 
to the bay of islands. There is a fine fall of 
water, close to the place where we intend 
the new town to stand, for a corn-mill, saw- 
mill, or any other purpose, without the ex- 
pense and risk of making a dam, which is a 
valuable consideration. At Kiddeekiddee, any 
quantity of grain, &c. may be grown, that the 
settlement may want for years to come, 
either for victualling the native children in the 
schools, or Europeans belonging tothe mission. 


Return to Ranzhee-hoo. 


Having now gratified all our wishes, as far 
as respected the object of our visit to Kiddee- 
kiddee, in the evening we returned to Rang- 
hee-hoo, in Shunghee’s war-canoe; who, with 
much pleasare, accempanied us back again. 








Dissatisfaction of Korrokorro. 


Korrokorro remained at Ranghee-hoo, with 
Tooi, till we returned, in order that he might 
know what prospect there was of our form- 
ing a settlement within his jurisdiction. When 
we! arrived, he was anxious to know if we 
approved of the land that we had seen, and 
had come to any determination relative to 
forming a settlement there’ We told him 
that the land was good at Kiddeekiddee; and, 
on that account we must form a settlement 
there. He was much affected; and said that 


Shunghee would now cut him and his people , 


off. We replied, that Shunghee had promised 
us that he would leave off fighting, if we 
would settle in his district; and would reside 
himself with the Europeans. Korrokorro 
replied, that Shunghee would make fair 
promises, but we could not see into his heart: 
and gave us to understand that he would not 
believe a word that he said, however fairly he 
might speak; and recited instances how 
Shunghee had taken advantage of himself and 
others in former times; and contended that 
what he had done formerly, he was capable 
of doing again. 


We end-avored to pacify Korrokorro; but 

He said he should be perfectly satis- | 
fied, if the Europeans were fairly divided | 
between him and Shunghee; but it was too | 
great an affliction for him, for all the Furope- |

ans to reside with Shunghee. 
strong appeals to our feelings; and urged his 
request by every argument that he could ad- 
vance. 
distress. I and Mr. Butler promised to ae- 
company him and Tooi, the following day, to 
Parroa, where he resides, and examine his 
land; and that if we found a suitable place for 
a settlement, we would build him and Tooia 
house; and one or more Europeans should re- 
skle with him at present, till more Earopeans 
arrived from England, when his wishes should 
be complied with, as far as we could. This 
assurance relieved him a little, though not 
mach. 


Visit to Korrokorro, at Parroa. 


Aug. 19, 1819.—I and Mr. Butler went 
with Korrokorre to Parroa, who was tolerably 
quiet on the passage. Tooi had not, as yet, 
seen his relatives and friends; and, therefore, 
he accompanied us, with his brother Terang- 
hee. 


His renewed entreaties for settlers. 
After we arrived at Parroa, Korrokorro 


again brought on the subject of the settl-ment 
on the district where he lived.

‘| ‘Tooi took our part; and endeavored to con- 
vince Korrokorro that we had not tlhe means, 
at present, of supplying him with Europeans, 
He then got extremely angry with Tooi, and 
Teranghee joined him. Korrokorro told Tooi 
that he might go and live at Ranghee-hoo, or 
with Shunghee, or where he liked; for he 
cared nothing about him, as his request could 
not be complied with relative to the Europe. 
ans. ‘Tooi wept, and was much distressed; 
and Mr. Butler and myself felt much pain on 
both their accounts. After a long conversa- 
tion, and strong remonstrances from Kovrro- 
korro, we retired to rest. 

Mr. Butler and myself were convinced that 
we could not avoid doing something for 
Korrokorro. We also pitied Tooi. He was 
anxious to live a civilized life, and not to con- 
form to the native habits and dress any 
more; but he said that he could not stand his 
ground, if he had not one or more Europeans 
to support him. The ridicule of the natives, 
if slone, would compel him to conform to 
their dress, and to live in their manner, 
which he was greatly averse to do. 

Tooi is a fine man, well informed, and well 
disposed; and will do all in his power to see- 
od the views of the Soeiety His family is 
- of the first respectability; and his brothers’ 

influence and authority extend along the 
coast almost to the river Thames, and that of 
his friends from the north to the east Capes. 
We feel much interested in the future welfare 
of Tooi, and must give him all the support 
possible. 


} Korrokorro becomes more pacified. 


Aug. 20, 1819.—In the morning, Korro- 
korro was more calm, and appeared more 
‘reconciled than he had been before. He 
was very friendly, and expressed his sorrow 
for the warmth with which he had spoken to 
us the preceding evening. We assured him 
we would assist him all in our power. 


Reception of Tooi by his friends. 


The next morning the vessel was crowded 
with chiefs and their friends, who came to see 
Tooi Some wept for joy, and all weleomed 
him home. The chiefs from the river Thames 
met us the next day at Ranghee-hoo. 
| A small settlement at Manowowra, under 
Korrokorro, resolved on. 


} 

| After breakfast, we set off to Manowowra, 
‘| toexamine the ground for a settlement, ac- 
| companied by Korrokorro and many of bis 
people. We found a level piece of good land, 
surrounded by hills, the soil of which was 
generally rich, at the head of a fine harbor.

As this was the best situation for timber, wa- 
ter, and good land, we determined on forming 
4small settlement here. The harbor abounds 
witb the finest fish; and there is safe anchor- 
age for shipping. The fresh water is good; 
and it is a Very convenient place for a school. 
Korrokorro was much gratified with our 
choice. Here Tooi intends to reside. He | 
gave directions for materials to be collected 
immediately, for a temporary building for the | 
Europeans; and returned, in the evening, to 
Ranghee-hoo. The distance between Ma-

Divine Service on the Beach. 


Aug 22.—We assembled on the beach for 
public worship, as there was no place for di- 
vine service sufficient to hold the people. 
We were surrounded with natives, and a 
number of chiefs from different districts, and | 
some from the river Thames. | 


Encouragements in the duty of attempting | 
to evangelize the nutives. | 


It was very gratifying to our feelings, and — 
afforded us a pleasing prospect, to be able to 
perform the worship of the true God in the 
open air, without any sensations of fear or 


danger, when surrounded by cannibals with | 


their spears stuck in the ground, and their 
pattoo-pattoos and daggers concealed under 
their mats. We could not doubt that the 
time was at hand, for gathering to the fold of 
Christ this noble race of men, whese tempo- 
ral and spiritual wants are inconceivably great, 
and call loudly on the Christian worid for re- 
lief. Their misery is extreme. The prince 
of darkness, the God of this world, has full 
dominion over both their bodies and souls. 
Under the influence of darkness and supersti- 
tion, many devote themselves to death; and 
the chiefs sacrifice their slaves as a satisfaction 
for the death of any of their friends—so 
great is the tyranny which Satan exercises 
over this people!--a tyranny, from which 
nothing but the Gospei can set them free; 
and we cannot hope tor the Gospel having 
its full effect, according to the ordinary course 
of the Divine proceedings, without the united 
ail of the Christian world. Suitable means 
must be provided for the civilization and evan- 
gelization of the inhabitants of New Zealand; 
and if this be done, there can be little doubt 
but the important object will be attained. 


Visit to Matoorooa. | 


Aug. 23.—I went with Tooi, accompanied 
by Mr. Samuel Butler, to an island called 
Motoorooa, belonging to Korrokorro, and 
where he principally resides. My object was 
to set the people to work, the next day, at 
Manowowra. We arrived about two o’clock, 
and found that Keorrokorro was on board the 
General Gates, about two miles distant ‘he 
first object that struck my eye,near where we 
landed, was a man’s head stuck on a pole, on | 
the summit of a hill close to the shore, and | 
near the hut where we were to sleep for the | 
night. The face appeared beautifully tattoo- | 
ed. Tooi told me that it was the head of a | 
Chief near the east Cape, who had been | 
killed by Shunghee’s people, and purchased | 
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by some of Korrokorro’s people. This sight 
naturally excited sensations of horror in my 
breast; and caused me to value, more and 
more, the blessings of divine revelation, and 
the protection of civil government. These 
are blessings which can never be duly estimat- 
ed by those who enjoy them, as they respect 
the life that now is, and that which is to 
come. 


Affecting meeting of Toni with his sister. 


When we had reached the beach, Tooi 
saitl one of his sisters was coming, whom he 
had not seen since his return; and earnestly 
requested me to get into the canoe betore she 
arrived, as he did not wish to have his first 
meeting with her there. I begged him to wait 
for her, as she was hastening down the hill, 
and not to regard me; but I could not prevail 
upon him: he leaped into the canoe, urging 
me to follow him. I delayed till she had 
reached the beach, when I stept in. Tooi 
ordered the canoe to be put off; but, at that 
moment, his sister sprung into the Canoe, 
weeping aloud, and passed by me. She fell 
on her knees, and grasped Tooi’s: he saluted 
her, when she gave vent to her feelings in 
tears and loud lamentations, which she contin- 
ued for about an hour. When we landed on 
Motoorooa, she still sat weeping for a long 
time. Tooi conducted himself with great 
propriety: he suppressed all the wild feelings 
of an uncultivated mind, and yet shewed all 
the soft and tender feelings of nature towards 
his sister. J could not but view his conduct 
with admiration; and told him to indulge his 
affection for his sister, without any respect to 
my being present. I saw that he was anxious, 
lest the warmth of his sister’s affection, and 
the strong manner in which she manifested it, 
should overcome his manly fortitude, and 
cause him to imitate her example; as he had 
done ov a former occasion, when I first visited 
New Zealand. 


Return to Wootoorcoa. 


When we landed, we found Korrokorro and 


'a number of his people, who received us with 





much kindness. I tcld him I was come to set 
the people to clear the land at Manowowra, 
and to set out the house which it was necessa- 
ry to build for their accommodation. He re- 
ceived this news with much joy; and said he 
would accompany me in the morning, and 
give the necessary directions to his people to 
lend their assistance. When he saw the hoes, 
for breaking up the ground, he was much 
pleased. After conversing on various subjects, 
we had supper, sung a hymn, and committed 
ourselves to the protection of the angel of the 
everlasting covenant, and then lay down to 
rest. 


SCOTTISH MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


Facts taken from the Report of 1821. 


Tue plan, mentioned in the previous Re- 
port, of stated itinerances among the Tartars 
near Karass, had been carried into effect. In 
one of these tours, at a certain village, the 
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missionaries spent the greater part of a day 
in the Konak, or house for travellers, 
where they were visited by a considerable 
number of iunabitants, and listened to with 
every appearance of attention and interest. — 
At another, when the priest threatened to 


prevent the missionaries from revisiting the | 


place, lest they should deceive the people 
there as they did in other places, the people, 
instead of taking the part of their spiritual 


guide, did not seem to be at all offended at the | 


exposure he had made of his ignorance.— At a 
third, the people who had assembled, on being 
informed of the errand of the missionaries, 
sat down along with their Mirza, and heard, 
with patient earnestness, several chapters 


from the New Testament, and part of a tract, | 


as well as the declaration of the Gospel. 
About mid-day, the Mirza took his leave of 
them in the politest manner; and, before he 
retired, told them that the Effendi of that 
village, had given a copy of the Koran in ex- 
change for the New Testament. In two 
other villages during the tour, the truths of 
the Gospei had a visible effect on the people, 
some “acknowledging witha sigh’? that these 
things must be true. 

Many of the people around Karass, had be- 


eowe indifferent to Mohammedism, and even || 


neglectful of it—some hed given up attending 
on the stated prayers when called to them by 
their moollahs, and even some of the mool- 
lahs had ceased to call them to prayers. 

A learned young Cabardian, in the vicinity 
of Karass, writes to the missionaries thus: 

‘To the believers in Jesus, Jack and Gal- 
loway.--By the determination of the Almighty 
God, I have read the New Testament, and it 
has been eompletely made plain to my under- 
standing: and { tell you that every part of it 
is agreeable to me; and, for a considerable 
time past, my heart has greatly rejoiced, and

embraced it. My words are shortly these,

And again, my mind is this, 
to make known the gospel! to the Cabardians 
in this quarter, in the simplicity of my heart, 
and according asI have received it. This is 
necessary. May the peace of God rest on

of God rest upon liars.

Astrachan.—In their itinerations in the 
neighborhood of this station, the missionaries

have been exceedingly gratified. ‘This 
scene of missionary exertion,” says Mr. Car. 
ruthers, “is daily increasing in extent, and 
the greatest subject of regret is, the insuffi. 
ciency of laborers to cultivate the field. 
Eighteen villages have now been visited. and all 
ofthem with the exeeption of tour, have been 
visited several times. A missionary settled 
in this place, whose exclusive employment 
'| shuuld be itinerating among them, would haye 
his hands fall of work; and nothing but per. 
|| severance seems to be wanted to produce a 
| sensation among them that will not soon sub. 
\| side.” 
| Mr. Dickson, an elegant Turkish scholar, 
is proceeding with a version of the Old Cesta. 
ment into that language, with a revision of 
|| Ali Bey’s translation of the New Testament. 
_ The publication of these works, with those al. 
realy printed, will furnish versions of the whole 
'| sacred writings in languages, which, with some 
| variations of dialect, are spoken over a greater 
extent of territory than was ever possessed, 
| as the range of his sovereignity, by Ahasuerus 
| with his hundred and twenty-seven provinces, 
| by Alexander the Great, who is said to have 
| wept because he had not arother world to 
' conquer, or by any of the Cesars in the very 
| zenith of their glory.” 
| Respecting Orenburg, the Committee 
|| speak in less encouraging terms, but add, 
| that, through the cloud of darkness which 
| has comparatively decended on this station, 
|| some cheering ravs are still breaking forth. 
i Three of the missioaaries had taken a jour- 
| 








| ney 230 miles north, to visit and examine the 
| town of Ufa,and to distribute there a few copies 
of tracts and of the New Testament. Of the 
latter they took about 150 copies, and about 
| a8 many more of the former. When they 

arrived, they found that, instead of experien- 
| cing any difficulty in disposing of the books, 
| they could not nearly supply the demand for 
| them. “‘Multitudes pressed on them for copies. 
1 Some, who received them, had come thither 
| on business from the distance of 890 miles. 
| When the whole supply of copies was exhaust- 
ed, many were greatly disappointed, and 
others expressed the utmost anxiety to be 
furnished with them, as soon us possible, from 
Orenburg.” 

In the Crimea, the Sultan, Katte Ghery, 
has proposed, to the Emperor Alexander, 
the establishment of a seminary in that Pen- 
insula. It has received the Emperor’s sane 
tion, with the promise of all requisite pecunl- 
ary assistance, to carry itinto effect. Three 
of the Soeiety’s missionaries, are to proceed 
immediately tothe Crimea, and they cannot 
but hope that the projected seminary if it 
should go into operation, will be a powerful 
auxiliary to the work of proclaiming, in that 
region, the tidings of salvation. 

A new missionary station has been selected 
among the Ossatinians and Inguish, to which 
Mr. Blythe is destined. Messrs. Glen and 
Galloway visited these people in March 1820. 
On reaching the settlements of the Ossatinians, 
they were agreeably disappointed at finding 
the people ready to give them a cordial re- 
ception. One of the natives, as he was eX- 
plaining to bis brethren what was communl- 











cated by the missionaries, gave vent to his 
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feelings, by exclaiming, when he heard of the 
value of the soul, and the importance of the 
| salvation, “‘this is a subject about which 
we have felt much anxiety, and on which, we 
wish for instruction. Another promised, pub- 
licly, and sent choice provisions for their re- 
freshment, with an invitation to call on his 
family for whatever they wanted. --At another 
settlement, the chief and his people, on being 
particularly informed of the sort of instruction 
the missionaries wished to communicate, de- 
elared their approbation of the truths they 
had heard, and expressed their willingness to 
be taught them. Two other chicfs, having 
at that instant providentially arrived from the 
mountains, assured the missionaries, in pres- 
ence of the whole audience, that if a teacher 
were sent among them, he should meet with 
a welcome reception. 
On visiting the villages of the Jnguish the 
missionaries found that they had revounced 
the Mussulmaun creed, to the profession of 


which their fathers had been forced by the | 


Mohammedans. What the religion of their 
fathers was, they do not know. Most likel 
it was Christianity in some form or other, but 
scarcely a vestige of it now remains. 

Messrs. Glen and Dickson had also taken 
an interesting tour on the western shore of 
the Caspian, as far south as Derbent. ‘They

B. is, in his general behavior, every thing 
that could be wished. His knowledge is not 
equa! to that of some of his school-fellows, 
but his sincerity is more apparent than that 
of others. Ihave confidence that he has felt 
the power of religion. He is about 14 years 
of age, and of moderate ability. 

C.’s character is quite undecided. Some- 
times, he is steady and attentive, and very 
pleasing; at others, perverse and vicious. He 
is backward considering bis advantages. 

D. is a pleasing lad, affectionate, and of a 
serious turn of mind: he keeps a good place 


'' in his class; batis, as yet, I fear, a stranger to 


the diséase and the remedy of his soul. 
E.’s capacity is not very bright, nor his 


‘natural disposition very amiable; but he can 


were every where seconded in their object | 
by the Russian authorities, and their tracts, and 


copies of the New Testament, were received 
with equal- avidity by Mohammedans and 


Jews. 


EXTRACT OF A LETTER FROM REV. DR. WARD, 
ON HIS RETURN TO INDIA. 


‘I rocnp the number of native converts had 
very considerably increased during my ab- 
sence, and when I had them all, men and 
women, one by one, to talk to, and to talk to 
them about the state of their souls, | was sur- 
prised to observe the increase.—Since my re- 
turn we have had two baptisms, and have 
now near 1... candidates, almost all natives. 

In some (of the schools) the scriptures are 
read without hesitation, and the difficulties 
in this department are melting down rapidly. 

Besides Serampore and Calcutta we have 
eight missionary stations supported by our 
own private funds, that is, by the proceeds of 
our own labors. In the country around us we 
are cheered by a spirit of inquiry, a dispo- 
sition to read, to think, to doubt, and this, in 
may cases, has taken place among higher 
orders. Conversions are not rare.—Feruale 
education is commencing here and there on 
a small scale. 


CHARACTERS OF THE YOUTHS IN THE CHRIS- 
TIAN INSTITUTION, IN SIERRA LEONE,

for some time. He is naturally proud and 
sulky; but has a good understanding.

He is fre- 
quently alone, reading the Testament; though 
I have not found, in my frequent conversa- 
tions with him, that he has a right knowledge 
of his own heart. 

I. does not appear, by his looks, to know 
much; but has sometimes proved himself not 
inferior to most of the boys. He seems to be 
an honest lad. His natural disposition is stub- 
born, and rather inactive. He wrote, as fol- 
lows, on the same occasion as A. ‘“The first 
time when my country-people sold me,I was 
cry too much—I was think that I going to 
die: but when 1 came to the Regent’s town, 
and I hear the Gospel preach, I don’t like te 
hear: but when [ consider, I saw nobody else 
ean able to save me only Jesus Christ, and 
tried to go in the house of God; and I glad, 
because I was hear Jesus Christ came into the 
world to save sinners; and I glad in my heart, 
because I am a great sinner; and I sit dewn 
in one place—I consider the thingin my heart, 
sod that He 
bring me from my own country:’ and I was 
very sorrow for the manifold sins that 1 am 
done; and 1 was sorrow for my poor father 
and mother, and all my brethren and sister; 
and I said, ‘O my God, bless all my poor 
Africa!’ So I remember when they put glad 
in my heart sometimes, and some ean ask me 
who put glad in my heart, and I will say unte 
him, ‘the Holy Ghost put glad in my heart.’ 
That all I have to say.” 

J.isatall and good-looking youth, rather 
engaging in his og He was the at- 
tendaat ef Mr. Cates, in his journey to 
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Bassa; at which time he was without any re- 
ligious feeling. That invaluable man, on his 
dying bed, entrusted me with a message to 
this youth, which was delivered us exactly as 
possible, and without mach additional advice. 
It pieased the Giver of ail goodness to imprint 
that message On his heart; and there is en- 
couragement to believe that he is a true 
Christian. Not the brightest in ability, but 
very texchable. 

K. is one of the most humble creatures that 
I ever knew: one who sets the best example; 
and whose uniform conduectis a pecular dis- 
play of the power of divine grave. t have con- 
fidence in and affection tor that youth, which 
i can feel toward none beside. He is not 
very quick, but eager toimprove. A tail lad, 
about 4 years old 

i, seems very anxious to be useful to his 
countrymen, and is quick and capabie; and, 
though L have perceived a great deal of selt- 
conceit about him. yet IT have good hope of 
his sincerity, and I dare say he will lose some 
of his dross in the furnace of trial. He is zeal- 
ous, rash, and imprudent; and would be very 
unfit to labor at first by himself, but must be 
placed with some older head than his own, 
He is rather ostentatious in his general de- 
portment, but I never had any difficulty in 
managing him. On the whole, L have pleas- 
ing hopes that he will hereafter act some use- 
ful partin the African mission. Oh! that the 
ruler of all hearts may dispose and prepare 
such young men asthese for the work—such 
as are constitutionally adapted to luSor in un- 
healthy Africa! A stout lad, about 17 years 
old. 

A letter from this last-mentioned youth to 
the Secretaries, gives good hope of his be- 
coming herealter useful: — 

**Rev. and dear Sirs— 

**I have reason to be thankful, that it has 
pleasei God to enable you to send forth mis- 
sionaries into Africa, to teach us the way to 
heaven. I am now in the Seminary, to re- 
ceive instruction; and I will say that we can 
read, andean cypher a little; and Mr. Johnson 
has given us the English Grammar to learn 
by heart, and repeat to him, after twelve 
o'clock, in his house; and he asks questions 
after repeating by heart, one by one; and if 
we are not able to answer, he will immediate- 
ly repeat himself, and explain it to us all. 

**] thank God and you, Sirs, for sending a 
faithful minister, Mr. Johnson. Oh, may the 
Lord bless him in his labor, that he may be 
able to preach the truth as it is in Jesus! And 
may the Lord open my heart, to see my sin- 
ful] state, more and more; and teach me to 
become useful to my country-people, and tell 
them what Christ has done for me and them! 
and may the word of God spread throughout 
Afvica, that they may entirely forsake their 
superstition, and follow the Lord Jesus Christ! 
Amen!”
